, lu the. Treasury Department, ■writes a 
correspondent - at WasMngtonj there i3 
ntt interesting sot of books printed and 
bound, and each ono about the size of 
Webster's Dictionary. But they are not 
open to public inspection. These books 
contain the name and residence of every 
holder of . regis tared 4-p<3r-cent. bonds in 
the United States. The amounts range 
from 350, wbiolt' is the smallest, up to 
?51,000,000, -which is the largest sum 
owned by one person. Thus latter sum 
isowneilby W. H. Vanderbilt, and upon it 
ho draws §r)10,000 in interest every ninety 
days. A check lor that amount is mailed 
to him quarterly. At the 'same time the 
owner of a $50 bond receives 50 cents. 
These bonds are very popular, and, al- 
though the original holders of thorn paid 
buiriptur. on a little share, since which 
tim^vtho bonds have advanced to about 
13 per cent, premium, yet the books of 
tlio company show but comparatively 
lew transfers. •The premium is not suf- 
tiiuent temptation to cause the average 
lioUler to part with his securities. For 
instance, tiio 'uuuda owUud by Validtsi'- 
biltaro.now worth tibout S58,000,000, 
hut' ho holds on to them all the same. 
AV. H.' Vanderbilt individually owns 
more registered United States bonds 
than are owned in all the nineteen West- 
i rn States and Territories. These States 
niul Territories have a population of 
DvtT '20,000,000, yet there is held among 
them but §49,000,000 of registered bonds, 
Or';icS8 than Mr. Vanderbilt owns. In 
the fourteen Soutliern States $12,000,000 
itifp' owned,, or about one-fourth the 
amount held by a single citizen in New 
York. 

A prominent rroasuiy olUcitil, in 
speaking of tho inequalities of forti.na 
as illustrated by these figures, said thu' 
lie thought it would eventually caiisu 
discontent.' A man ^nth the enormous 
wi'aithhow possessed by Mr. Vanderbilt 
muld add to it veiy rapidly; in fact, it 
will double itself in twenty years if put 
into '1 per cents, and let alone save toadd 
thu annual interest. With the present 
''start" which Air. Vanderbilt ha,4 in 
bonds and dividoud-paying ,-tocks, it 
will be uu easy matttr for him to be 
wcrth 8250,000,000 should ho live twenty 
years hence. It is said that lie is worth 
luore than half this sum now. 

Outside the Vanderbilt family there is 
III) single individual who o^vns over 
S5,000,000 of registered bonds. Those 
will) own 81,000,01)0 are not numerous. 
Quito a iiuiabor, several hundred in 
f.iot, m difl'erent jiortions of the country, 
niive over §100,000. This is regarded us 
a nice plum, and the man who has tugged 
u long time to get the round S100,OiHJ 
can well afford to take a rest, and draw 
81,000 in Interest every ninety days. Ho 
enjoys it almo.st as muoh tis the roan who, 
by daily labor and application^ earns an 
eciual income. • 



Sniilit Rooms. 

No nrticlo of furniture should bo put 
in a room tluit vrill ;iot stand sunlight, 
for every room in a dwelling should liuve 
the wiiidoWH .so ai raiiKed that somu time 
during the day a Hood of snnligltt will 
force itself into the. apartment. The 
importance of admitting the "light of tlu- 
sun freely to all parts of buir'dwellings 
eannot be t-oohiglily estimated. Indeed, 
porhict health is nearly as muoh de- 
pt'udent on pure sunlight as it is on 
pure air. Sunlight should never be ox- 
eluded except when so bright as to lie 
uncomfortable to the eyes. And walks 
Khould be in -bright sunlight, to tliat the 
eyes are protected by veil or parasol 
when incouvenieutly intense. A sun 
biith is of more importance in preserv- 
ing a healthy condition of the body 
than is geuorally understood. A sun 
hath costs nothing, and that is a mis- 
fijituuo, for people are deluded with the 
idea that those things only can bo good 
or useful which cost money. But re- 
uieinHer that pure water, fresh air and 
sunlit homes, kept free from dampness, 
will secure you from many lieavy bills 
of the doctors, nnd give you health and 
vigor, which no money can procure. It 
is a well-established fact that people 
who live much in the sun are usuuliy 
stronger and more liealthy than tho.so 
whose occupations deprive them of sun- 
light.. An.d_ certainly there is nothing 
Btriinge in the result, since the same law 
applies with equal force to every ani- 
mate tiling in nature. It is quite easy 
to arrange an isolated dvi-elliuir so thnt 
every room in it may bo iloodt.'d with 
sunlight some time in the day, and it is 
possible that many town houses could 
be BO built as to admit more light than 
they now reoeivG. — Builder niid Wood- 
wdrker, ' ' '

Snbstitulcs for Lumber. 

There are abundant evidences thot 
less lumber of any description will be 
used in tho future than in tho past. Tlio 
fire ordinances of all largo cities have- 
put a stop to tho conatructioa of -wooden 
buildings within their limits. In most 
largo cities wooden side-walks are pro- 
hibited. Wooden pavements which 
were so popular a few years ago, and 
■which called for tho destniction of so 
large an amount of hinil>er, havo fallen 
into disfavor. Many publio and a largo 
number of private buddings in all large 
towns are now constructed, finisliod and 
furnished almost entirely of. other ma- 
terials than wood. The walls are pf 
atone, brick or oonorote, tho roof is cov- 
ered with slate or metal, the ceilings and 
supports of the floors and roof are iron, 
while partition walls aio made of some 
form of concrete or of plastoring ap- 
plied to a lathing formed of wiro. Stone 
is generally taking tho place of wood for 
making culverts on dii't roads, and iron 
bridges are very fast superseding those 
made of wood. Mora iron and less wood 
is used in tho constmotioii of carriages 
and farming implements. ' ' ''■ ' ' 

Alvjut half the i-nne lumber used in 
the Western States since their settle- 
ment coiuinetieed liius been uiujdoyed 
for erecting fences on farms. At proHont 
very httlo is used for tliia puqxjso, and 
in the future less will be used than at 
present. Barbed wire has taken tho 
place of boards i»f pine or hemlock, and 
metal or stone posts will soon bo used 
instead of those formed of oedar or vari- 
ous other kinds of wood. In many 
places posts split from limestone could 
iM) furnished cheaper than tliose ma<le 
of red cedar. With rare exceptions, 
wood ia no,, longer used as ineL .Bail- 
roads diBc6utuiued ita employment for' 
generating steam long ago, and manu- 
fiiftnrug I'Htabli.vliment'! followe^l t!!-!-- 
example. Afride from its employment 
in lighting fires, soft coal has taken the 
place of wood for heating and cooking 
piurposes in nearly every portion of tho 
West. Coal can generally be purchased 
for tho money it costs to prepare wood 
for burning in a stove or grate. With 
this diminished use for timber, our sup- 
ply is Buf3oient for at least a century. 



Tho Terrapin..: 

Scientifically considered, the diamond- , 
back terrapin is a most interesting ani- 
mal. His anatomy, physiologioiU pecul- 
iarities, food liabits, all contributo to 
make him an object of interest and beget 
a desire for familiarity with so royid a 
parsonage. However low the' link that 
he forms, or however socially humble in 
the great faunal family, his sudden ex- 
termination would be felt throughout the 
great chain of. beings, the fust luik of 
Avhich is the granite rock, and the final 
ono tiie human family. In this vast 
chain he is the link interposed between 
the ciiLstaeeans and fislies on the ono 
hand, and the quadrupedal animals and 
birds on the other. Not only anatomi- 
cally is he a connecting lini between 
these important orders of being, but he 
is .also physiologically a concat-enating 
being, being endowed wth oapabilities 
to Uvo alike upon the land or in the 
water. Tho terrapin is the most perfect 
type of amphibious capability. As he is 
of the hibernating animals ho can main- 
tain, biis 'Vitality for months nndef a total 
privation of air and food, nnd -\vill return 
voluntarily or cooroively (by tho appli- 
cation of heat) to activity. Tlie anatomy 
of tho terrapin is composite ; it is that 
of the quadruped and tho bird, the crus- 
tacean and tho fish. Nearly nil animals 
are buOt up upon one or tho other of two 
kinds of bony formations or skeletons ; 
some have an interior or endo-skeleton, 
all the bones being covered by the various 
tissues or soft parts ; otbeiB have an ex- 
ternal or exo-skeleton tho bony stnic- 
turo Ijoing totally oxtenial to the soft 
part.i. In the terrapin both of thcHO 
.ikeletous enter into his anatomy or make- 
up ; ho is the happy possessor ot two 
skeletons— an endo and an exo-skeleton. 



Honesty Under Trying ClrciinistanccH. 

During the war in Hchso in the yoiii 
1760, a Captain of dragooua was orden d 
out with his troop to forage for previa 
ions, jThey reached a poor cabin and 
knocked at the door. Am. old man with 
a white beard oppeared. " Take me to 
a fi(ild," said tho ofllcer, "where I can 
obtaui forage for mv troops." "Imme- 
diately, sir," replieil the old man. He 
put himself at their head and asctfnded 
ttio valley. Aft-iir about half an liour'k 
march a tine lield of hurley, apiKjaroit. 
"I'his will do admirably," said the t)tli- 
cer. "No," said the old man ; "waits 
little and all will lie right." "I'liey went 
on again, untd tliey reached anothei 
field of barley. The troops dismounted, 
mowed down the grain, and, tnisKing it 
up ill bundles, put them on their horse.i. 
'• Friend," said the ofiieer, " i'.uw is it 
that you have brought us so Lir ? The 
lir.st lield of barley that we saw was

It is somotliing of an affliction to know 
chronically - unfortunate pcojilo — or 
rather, those thi'ough whom others be 
come tmfortunato. We once knew u 
voung man who, when a boy, put on 
his sister's eye with the cork of a po| 
bottle he was opening ; jumped on i 
mft on. whiott anqther(b6^ was striding 
thus causing it' to Kink V "wKild He,' leap ' 
ing back to land, saved himself, thi 
other boy went imdor never to ri.M 
again. Later on ho chopped down r 
tree which, in falling, jnaimed a com 
panion for hfo. and Bubsequoutly lu 
nearly killed his baby by leaving it m i 
•wagon ynth untied horses that ran away. 
Through all these tragedies ho remuinei i 
unharmed — protected by some invisibl; 
power. Another unhappy class ar. 
those who, in assuming new social rela- 
tions, seem to bruig strange fntalitio- 
with them. Ji thoy are husbands, theii 
succession of wives die, soon after niai 
riage, of casualty or disease ; or. if \vive.- 
their husbands. Their children scldon 
grow up ^ and sickness follows them ii 
the fomUiea whom they ■Visit orj,>viti 
whom they are so -tmlucKy as to be cou 
I nected. How to be on one's guari 
[ agamsl such folk ia a puzzle, for the 
! naturally do not advertise their pec.uliio 
1 ities.

wanting Oak Trees. 

The most common treea throughout 
the Western States are oaks of different 
varieties. They are foond growing on 
hillsides, along the bonks of streams, on 
the prairies. The soil and climate are 
favorable to their production. The oak 
thrives here as the beech does in New 
England, the chestnut in Maryland, tlie 
pine in Northern Michigan, the cotton- 
wood on the banks of the Ohio and its 
tributaries, and the magnolia in the Qulf 
States. It dees not stifl'or from root-rot, 
Bun-Bcald, or the attacks of iuseots. It 
is hardy and long-lived. It requires no 
pnming, no protection, no transplant- 
ing, no manuring, no oiUtivation, It 
furnishes most of tho wood employed as 
timber, a fair proportion of tho posts 
and rails used for fencing, nnd all tho 
tan-barks we produce, Tho trees are 
stately and highly ornamental. TTiey 
throw np no sprouts or suokers, They 
aUbrd admirable shade for all kinds of 
stock, while their branches make excel- 
lent roosting places for fowls of all 
kinds. They produce large crops of 
acorns, that are readily eaten by swine 
and sheep. 

Still no one engaged in tho culture of 
trees for timber or luol plants oak trees. 
They generally ox])erimeut with trees 
that are " fitr brought and dearly 
bought," and make a complete or par- 
tial failure. Millions of dollars havo 
been spent for no purpose in buying 
or setting out tho European larch and 
other trees raised in nurseries, which 
require protection from tlio sun and 
cold, a largo amount of cultivation, and 
considerable training. To raise a good 
crop of 'c»k trees it is only necessary to 
plow the land or dig up portions of it, 
to drop the acorns, and to leave them to 
germinate and grow. Thoy will come 
up without any pains being taken to 
prepare tho seed, and will require no 
ojU'ti, "Tlio GLttal Biuiivo" uud be- 
come objects of worth luid beauty. In 
England a larger number of .qaka are 
planted than of all other kinds of forest 
trees. An effort is now being made to 
cover all the barren lulls with them, 
Land planted with oak trees is regarded 
as very valuable on accoimt ot the crop 
of acorns annually pioduced, -which are 
devoured by sheep, goats, and hogs. 



i' ■' " ^ ' Steel Making in Cliina. 

In tho manufacture and use of steel 
the Chinese appear to have att^dned a 
very early and remarkable p odcieney. 
Ohmeso records do not enlignten us as 
to the precise perioil at wliich the art of 
reduoing mutaJs from their ores became 
known in that coimtry ; but it is evident 
that it must have been some centuries 
before the Ohristion era. Mention is 
made of steel in the most ancient of the 
Chinese -writings, and Leih-tze, an author 
who flourished about 400 B. C, de- 
scribed tho process by which it was 
made. In the Yu Kung section of the 
Shoo King,' BtK»k' I., it is stated that 
among tho articles forming Iho^'tribute 
of Yu were nautical gem stones, iron, 
silver, steel, stones for arrow heads, eta 
Legge points out that, in the time of tho 
Han dynasty, iron masters were appoint- 
ed in several districts of tlio old Lian 
Ohoo to superintend tho iron works. 
With tho exception of this passage, 
however, it is considered probable that 
there is no distinct allusion to iron in 
Chinese -wi'itings older than 1000 B. 0. 
Steel continn'.'S to bo manufactured in 
Cliiua up to the present day. Mr. James 
Henderson, >a commissioner of Liliun- 
Chang, the Governor General of Ciiillili, 
a Minister of the young Kin^; of China, 
states that the "steel which comes to 
Tien-tsin ^ from ,the Upper Yang-tee is 
highly prizedj and bears much higher 
prices than the Swedish steel imported 
into China," 



American Art at Home. 

An English traveler in tins country, 
who carefully observed the progre s of 
American art, -was surpri cd that .-imeri- 
cans appeared to havo no standard of 
merit of their own. Ho observed that 
tho Americuu aitiat, neither socially nor 
financ ally, came near his lirother in 
London, and that he must leave his own 
country and make a name in London, 
Paris or Home before his own people 
will believe in him. The tnith of this 
is known to all men. Our collectors go 
abroad, expend great sums on foreign 
artists, on works that undoubtedly are 
worth the money given, but nativo art- 
ists are left to laugiiitih. The advance 
mad© in wood engraving in this country, 
to the encouragement of several pro- 
gressive publishing houses, shows what 
American art is capable of. This is the 
only field in which our artists have been 
given any chance. On the other hand, 
when forced to go abroad, the American 
artist suffers under many di.-iadvantage8. 
He is |Joor, and in the stragKle for posi- 
tion his trials are many. When, after 
years of hard work, he wins a place, 
even tlien the American patron of art is 
rather coy. — New York CommcrciaL 
Advertiser.

The most important topic discussed 
at Honolulu was the amull-pox. Lili- 
uokalani, the Princess Regent, issued a 
proclamation from Tolani Palace, call- 
inj; upon the people to asaerablo on 
Good Friday, April 15th, and ofl'er es- 
pecial jjrayer for tho check of the pesti- 
lence. A[)ril 1st tho Honolulu station 
house reported 497 small-pox cases and 
ITOdeath.s. There 7/ere IM patients 
iu the hospital. April Sth there wero 
62 more cases, and 19 more deaths,mak- 
total of 559 cases, and 189 deaths. 
There were 1 ,510 persons in quarantine, 
27.") haviiiL,' been discharged. Tho larg- 
est number in quarantine at any time 
was 1,81,") persons. 

Tiio native residents on Molokai are 
determined not to have the amall-pox 
amongst them. The schooner Kate ar- 
rived off Paualu March 26th, having 
on board 10 Chinese laborers foriloanui 
plantation. The Captain sent three of 
his i)assei)gers ashore, and found tho 
natives on tho beach armed with sticks 
and stones. They procured a boat and 
took the three back to the schooner, 
alonf; with the mails, and advised the 
Captain that if he did not want blood- 
shed he had better up anchor and leave, 
which he did. 

Ctiptain Paulsen of the German ship 
Lydia, gives tho following partioulara of 
till! uprising of Chinese on board his 
ves.sel al Honolulu, March 25th. He 
■says : "My passengers (700 Chinese 
coolies) behaved quietly on tho 25th. 
Towards evening they all came on deck 
to pray. Soon after, a Chinese steward 
informed me that the passengers had 
sworn to murder us all during the night. 
I sent to the Consul for assistance. 
About three hours afterwards police- 
men came alongside in a boat, but were 
bombarded by tho Chinamen with 
stones, and had to retire. Thereupon 
the Chinamen attacked my crew, but 
wero repulsed, and forced down in the 
hold and the hatches closed upon them. 
Eighty of them are reported' to be pir- 
ates by profession. The lenders are in 
prison. . 

Tho sugar interests are very bright 
in all the district of Hawaii. 

Tho Minister of the Interior has call- 
ed for tenders for the construction of a 
marine railway for the pori of Honolulu. 

The Government artesian '.well at 
Makiki goes on rr))idly and has reached 
a dei)tli of 225 feet.

BYLAW 



TO AID THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A WOOL*. 
LEN MILL IN THE OITY OF VIOTORIA. 

WHEREAS IT IS DESIRABLE 
that a V\ ooUen Mill for tho inanu- 
facturo of blankets, flannels, &c. , bo es- 
tablished in the City of Victoria, and tho 
Corporation of tho said City aro desirous 
of assisting tho establishment of such a 
manufactory by e.xomption from taxation 
and by granting a sum of money to the 
promoters of sucli object. 

An'd wuerkas tho eatiniatod cost of 
erecting a Woollen Mill ia §20,000. 

Bb it thebbfobkesaoted by the Mayor 
and Council of the City of Victoria. 

1. That when and so soon aa a Mill of 
tho capacity of ten looms and eight hun- 
dred spindles shall have been erected 
within the City of Viotoria and fitted up 
with all the necessary machinery and ap- 
pliances for tho nianufacturo of wool into 
yarn.s, blankets, Ac, thero shall bo paid 
to tiio owner of sueit mill otit of the ro- 
voiiuo of tho said City the sum of §2500, 
and tlioncoforth tho said mill, machinery 
and uppliaauea, and all materiala manu- 
factured at the said Mill shall bo exempt- 
ed from taxation by tho Municipal Coun- 
cil for a period of five years. 

2. That when tho said Mill has been in 
operation for tho apace of twelve moutha 
there shall be paid to the owner thereof 
tho further sum of §2,500 out of the ro- 
venue aforesaid; Pkovided that such last 
mo.itioned. ptiynient shall not bo made it 
tho said Mill shall have been shut down 
or shall have ccaacd to manufacture for a 
period of eight weeks during the preced- 
ing twolvo months. 

3. 'i'hat before any payinont shall bo 
made under this By-law tho proprietor of 
audi mill shall enter into a bond with two 
suUicient sursties to keep tlio Baid|Woolleu 
Mill in good working order, and to manu- 
facture wool into yarns, blankcta, &c., for 
a periixl of five years, and shall not, dur- 
ing such period, be interested in any 
otlicr Jlill of a siiniltir cliaractor, or for a 
similar purpose, within the Province of 
Britiah Columbia, and shall not romovo 
tho said Jlill, cr tho iniichinery thereto 
appertaining, during the said period. 

4. That no Chinaman, whether a Brit- 
iah aubjoct or not, shall be employed in 
the aaid Mill, and, if any such bo em- 
ployed, no monies shall bo paid to the 
owner of sucli Mill under this By-law. 

5. This By-law may bo cited as thu 
" Woollen Mill By-law, 1881."

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From property-owners on Menzios 
, street, asking that the bank fronting on 
' James IBay may not bo cut doft-n, as sug- 
gosted. 

Coun. McLean tjaid ho was not aware 
tliat it was contemplated to out down the 
lip.nk. Thoro wn« name miaapprehonsion. 

(Joun. Kinsman said that only a stump 
was being removed. 

Clerk was ordered to inform communi- 
cants that there is no intention of cut- 
ting away the bank. 

OOVKllXMBNT STRBKT ORAIl. 

Fruni Mr. J. Tcaguo, on behalf of R. 
J. Russell, complaining that owing to 
certain linos having bouu given liim by 
the city surveyor, contractors for his 
building had commenced to lay the foun- 
dation and that the city surveyor subso- 
(}uently removed the linos. 

Tho Mayor said that he ordered the 
lines to bo removed because all tho sur- 
veyors in town had certified to him that 
the old lines were right. 

Coun. McLean said he agreed with tho 
Mayor. Russell's corner was an acknow- 
ledged point by all surveyors, and Mr. 
Uussell had not asked for more land llian 
ho owned. He would inuvo that the old 
line.s bo given Mr. Ruasell. That was all 
we could do. Tho Council should insist 
upon retaining all the land that belonged 
to tho city. He would not allow the Do- 
minion Government to trespass upon the 
street any more than a private individual. 
Pattrick's corner was oh' tho street. No 
one complained of the present lines, and 
why should the principal street of the city 
be ruined by putting buildings up and 
down. The agent for tlie Dominion Gov- 
ernment had treated the city on this inut- 
. ter witli supreme euntompt, and ho would 
insist that the Dominion Governinont 
should not bo allowed to encroach any 
more on tho ."ilrset. Ho moved that thu 
old lines bo given Mr. Russoll. 

Coun. Kinsman seconded. 

Coun. Smith said that the city was in 
an unfortunate position. The survey 
commissioners hda'>'£uggeated that tJio al- 
teration be made. Tho Council had ap- 
plied for an Act to enable them to define 
the lines of Government street. Ha 
called on the Council to bo consistent, 
and not to act as mere puppets. There 
was no map of the city of Victoria... It 
had been contended that the (ionunis- 
aioncrs had made a grave error and they 
were in duty bound to place the line of 
Government street at 70 feet. He claimed 
that Pattrick's corner was in the proper 
position. The Council had ordered the 
lines of Government street to be given 
Mr. Ruasell, and that act bound tho city 
although the stakes ware afterwards torn 
up. The oilicial map of 1881 showed 
that Government street had an equal 
width of 70 feet from tl'o bridge to 
Johnson street, and the Council had no 
power to give any other lines. 

The Mayor said tliat all the city sur- 
veyors declared that Russell's corner was 
right and Pattrick's corner wrong. 

Coun. .Smith said tho commissioners 
should be held responsible for thu uiiur- 
mous expense caused by these errors. 

Coun. McLean said that the commis- 
sioners had said that if the Council wished 
to alter the lino they nlight get an Act 
passed; but they did not advise it. Words 
should not bo put in their mouths. 

Coun. Smith repeated his previous as- 
sertion. 

Tho Mayor said that the commission- 
ers had suggested tho Act, but did not 
advise it. If property-holders were en- 
titled to more land the city could not take 
it away. The deeds did not define the 
area of the lots, but the width.jpf the 
street was dofinod. He thought' the best 
legal advice should bo had. 

Coun Shakespeare said the commission- 
ers did influence the Council to apply to 
tho legislature. They know the intention 
to apply wan published for weeks in tho 
press, and the commissioners who wore 
employed to do tho work did nut advi.so 
the Council to pauao, but at tiic very last 
moment they send in their rusignations. 
The city could not give Mr. EusseU any 
lines — neither new nor old. He might 
bo told to go on with his buildings at his 
own risk. 

Coun. WriglesM'orth said that ho woidd 
be glad to have legal advice obtained. Ho 
could not clear tlie commissioners, and 
tho Council could not give any lines. He 
moved in amdndmont that the city bar- 
rister be consulted. 

Coun. Smith said that the lines if once 
given would bind the city. 

Coun. Shakespeare did not think the 
conimisaionors had done their duty and 
he would not vote to discharge them un- 
til they had done it. 

Coun. Yigolius — Let us have tlie opin- 
ion of Messrs. Poarso & Pemberton. 

Coun. Sliakcnpcaro — We don't want 
their opiniun. 

Coun. Vigeliua — Yes, wo do. Thevars 
reliable men-and^ their- opinion on-.such 
matters is worth more than all the lawyers 
in town. ' ' 



Coun. Boyd thought action should bo 
taken to-night. Tho work on Russell's 
building was stopped because there were 
noline^td' buildon. The Councilshould give 
tho lino of the brick building just be- 
yond his lot and not allow any one elso 
to build beyond it in future. Uo asked 
Coun. Smith if tho Dominion Govern- 
ment intended to erect a portico in front 
of tho postoffice. 

Coun. Smith said that he believed they 
did. 

Coun. Boyd than moved that tho lines 
be given Mr. Russell to conform with the 
brick building of Levy's restaurant. 

Coun. McLean said that if left to the 
coinmissionors and tho city biirriater tho 
lilies might bo given to-day. Tho Do- 
minion architect had acted badly in 
matter 'aud it 'ought to be ropresoutcd to 
'tljo Dominion' Government. 

Coun. Smith said tho Council could not 
stop tho Dominion Govorninent from 
building a portico on tho sidewalk and 
spoko of tho pain.s and penalties that 
would ariso from an attempt to stop tlioin. 
He defended tho action of tho contractors 
in adopting a new lino for the postoffice. 

Coun. Boyd said that Mr. Russell was 
advised by his barri.s^ters to build on the 
old liiie. 

Coun. JIcLoan withdrew his motion. 
Tho barrister might give his opinion and 
the whole matter would be ► 'settled to- 
morrow.

SUNDAY IlV-r.AW. 

Coun. McLean introduced tho By-law 
for the bettor observance of tho Sabbath 
and moved its first reading. Hourgcdlhat 
it was essential for thegoodgovernmont of 
the city tliat a by-law of tho kind should 
bo passed. Outside of all religious prin- 
ciple involved tnan's physical nature re- 
quired one day ni seven in vyhich to re- 
cuperate, J, J >.•'!;...'•.: 

Coun. , Shakespeare seconded, and tho 
first reading was passed. 

WOOLKN MILL. 

Coun. Shakespeare moved tho first 
reading of ii By-law to p.ay a bonus to any 
person who may establish ;i woolen mill 
within tho corporated limits of Victoria. 
Ho a.xplaindd its provisioua fully and said 
that it concerned the vital interests of 
tho city. The object of tho by-law was to 
induce soino person to erect a woolen mill 
within tho corporate limits. A nobler 
object could not occupy tho attention of 
the Council. It was necessary that wo 
should take this step to main- 
tain'our prestige as a manufstcturing cen- 
tre. This was the only town in tho pro- 
vince where manufactures woro carried 
on. We had a beautiful oity, good climate, 
fine scenery, oxcellent water; but it re- 
quired that wo should put our energies 
to work to make tho most of the wealth 
that Nature had showered upon ua with 
no niggard hand. In the search for gold 
we had neglected industrial pursuits, and 
now tho gold had gone — had taken to it- 
self wings. Wo had been disapj)ointed in 
tho matter of tho railway. It had not 
brought us that prosperity, we expected, 
and unless wo dosom'othingin the direction 
of encouraging manufactures we must 
shortly seek homes elsowhcro. A woolen 
mill would stimulate tho production of 
wool, give employment to our buy.s and 
girls, and fill up our empty houses, This 
was the only way to make the town 
great and prosperous. There would 
be a hearty response of capitalists directly 
they saw that a subsidy would be granted 
by tho city. He spoke strongly in favor 
of tho anti-Chinese clause of tlio bylaw, 
and showed that Kurtz's whito man's 
cigar factory was a success and was 
actually driving out the Chinese manu- 
factured article. Spratt did not employ 
a siiiglo Chinaman, and another boot fac- 
tory with white l.il.iorhad just commenced 
operations with boya. Parents wished 
their boys to learn the trade. Ho asked 
what benefit the two shoo factories now 
in this city were to this plade? If thoro 
were white boys or men employed in 
these factories great benefit would result 
to the oity. The Act passed Tjy the legis- 
lature to pay a s ubsidy to a Chines e-employ- 
i I) g woolen factory WW a disgrace to the 
House. 

Coun. McLean seconded and said that 
the principle involved in tho bykiw was a 
step in the right direction. Ho compli- 
mented the Mayor on his exertions in this 
matter. If wo wished to see tho pro- 
vince become self-supporting wo must do 
somotliing like this. TIio step could not 
but bo beneficial to the city and the pro- 
vince at large and.- he believed it would 
pass unanimously in tho Council and out- 
side. 

Conn. Vigolius said all now industries 
should bo supported and encouraged and 
he Hoped tho bylaw would pass. 

Coun. Boyd had advocated a woolen 
factory ainco 1804. If properly started 
employment could bo given to 500 people. 
All the merchants in the city should take 
stock in tho factory and keep as much

Tho Directors in nicking their Annual Report have to inform the Subscribers 
that during tho pant yo:ir thoy li.ivo siiccuectod in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acres 
iinniodiatoly .idjuining thu Hospital, for tho purfjcsoof orocting iin Aaylum for Con- 
valcscoiits in connection with tho Ilospitr\!. The Governiiiont h.-xvo voted a sum of 
money for thi> erection of tho necea-snry buildings; hut before tho works could bo 
commenced tho Govornment required tho land to bo conveyed to tho Grown, which 
has been done. Tho coming spring will, it is hoped, see this most necessary adjunct 
to tho institutions of the I'rovinco completed. 

Tho Diroctor.s regret that the House of Assembly have passed a resolution com- 
elotely reversing tho policy under which the Hospital h.a.s been for so many years 
not uii.succeasfully in.in.iged; hithorto tho Oovornnioiit have been content with hav- 
inf; two Directors on the Board, and as a rido these Governinent Direet.Mrs havo been 
activo and useful menibors, and havo fully aiuworod tliu purpose.^ for which they were 
placed on tho Board. 

Tho other Directors are the nominee? of tlio Subscribers. Tlie proposed change 
will be dotrimontal to tho interests of tlioBo for whum a hospital i.s supported. The 
attention nocossary to dotuils takes up a i^ruat deal of timo, and to sujiposo that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gontleinen will bo o(ioally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and tlio inevitable result will be a recurrence 
to tho worst evils of tho past. The intorost which the public ni;w take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly .be extended to a purely Government institution. 

The Directors havo again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable sociotios and 
individuals who have Ronorously contributed to tho support of the iustitutiun. 

Tho affairs of the Hospital have been economically managed, as will be seen by 
the amount of sufferings rolioved and tho Treasurer's account of the expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that llio change introduced by tho 
Government will prevent theni again offnrin'.; their aervicea, and from tho applications 
wliiuh have beon received for a return of subscriptions and the opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that tho closing of one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo the result. 

There yut remains to bo considered tho question of the ownership of the pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will atfoct it. On this subject the Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

Tho number of in-patients, as will bo seen below, is 
less than last year, owing, in a great measure, to so many beds being occupied by in- 
curables. The number of out-patients haa greatly increased, as I havo had to treat 
as out-patients many who would have been in-patients had there been vacant beds. 
The number of In-patients admitted 1880. - • - 82 
do Out-patients do ... 200 

Total 282 

Of whom 10 havo died from tho following causes: — Lung Disease, G; Hcirt Dia- 
easo, 1; Paralysis, 1; Old Ago and Exhaustion, 2, Total 10. 

In conclusion I havo to exprcBs niy thanks to my professional brethren, who havo 
.ilways rendered me any aBsistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of the Board of Directors to the admirable manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted the internal affairs of tlio Hoapitol, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for tho p.iticnta compatible with tho discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
